Gentlemen, 

In  preseniinj(  l(i  you  this,  the  first  annual  report  for 
the  Colne  X’alley  Urban  District,  I would  like  to  mention 
that  it  is  com])leted  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  but  it  differs  in  many  respects  from 
the  combined  rei)ort  of  previous  years. 

'I'he  figures  on  which  the  statistics  are  based  are 
those  of  the  estimated  resident  population  for  mid  1937 
for  the  new  area.  I have  not  included  births,  deaths, 
notifiable  diseases,  tuberculosis  cases  and  any  other 
statistics  which  relate  to  the  parts  of  the  old  areas 
which  went  into  the  I’orough  of  Huddersfield  and  which 
ai)pertained  to  those  parts  during  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year. 

As  you  are  all  aware,  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
experiment  in  so  far  that  we  have  been  attempting  to 
find  the  best  way  of  unifying  the  health  services  to  the 
best  advantage  of  the  district  as  a whole  and  it  has  been 
no  easy  task  because  each  of  the  old  areas  had  a differ- 
ent method  and  manner  of  viewing  and  dealing  with 
various  questions  which  arose.  In  the  Health  Depart- 
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ment  as  you  know,  we  have  tried  to  "Ct  a system  for 
each  of  the  "rouj)s  of  work  we  deal  with.  Some  have 
been  successful  and  some  otherwise  but  it  is  only  by 
dint  of  tryinjy  out  various  methods  that  we  can  find  the 
best  result  and  I do  ask  for  time,  helpful  criticism  and 
co-operation  from  all  those  whose  interest  is  in  this 
branch  of  Public  Health  work. 

1 would  like  now  to  call  attention  to  two  very  im- 
portant problems  which  the  Council  have  under  con- 
sideration. First  there  is  the  question  of  a new  and 
complete  sewage  system  for  the  whole  area.  This  is 
a huge  undertaking  and  one  that  will  take  a very  long 
time  before  it  is  finally  completed  Init  one,  which  when 
completed,  will  certainly  be  the  solutimi  to  many  of  the 
problems  which  at  present  confront  us  in  the  outlying 
parts  of  the  district.  Secondly  the  installation  of  a 
filtration  plant  and  later  the  reconstruction  of  the 
swimming  baths  will  be  a boon  to  the  valley  and  enable 
those  who  desire,  to  ]iarticipate  in  the  healthy  exercise 
of  swimming  under  the  most  favourable  conditions. 

There  are  other  important  problems  to  consider  but 
these  will  be  dealt  with  in  their  turn.  One  of  these  is 
the  water  supply,  a subject  which  crops  up  nearlv  every 
week  in  one  part  of  the  district  or  another.  T am  con- 
vinced that  wherever  possible  n supply  should  be 
provided  from  a water  supplying  authority  when  there 
can  be  a strict  control  kept.  There  are  at  present  too 
many  spring  supplies  running  through  cultivated  land 
and  land  on  which  cattle  and  poultry  are  kept.  Kven  if 
no  epidemic  or  disease  has  been  traceable  to  these  sup- 
plies it  does  not  mean  that  they  should  remain  as  they 
are  as  present,  because  one  never  knows  when  serious 
results  may  occur. 
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In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
of  the  hard  work  and  loyal  service  of  the  sanitary 
inspectors  in  this  very  tryinj^  and  disjointed  period  and 
to  state  that  from  the  results  of  their  endeavours  we  will 
he  able  to  carry  on  better  in  the  coming  year.  Not  only 
have  they  had  to  do  all  the  usual  routine  work  but  a 
tremendous  amount  in  getting  statistics  out  for  other 
departments  aiul  for  the  I’orough  of  Huddersfield.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES. 


After  the  amalgamation,  the  health  department  was 
reorganised  and  instead  of  the  five  ins])ectors,  one  for 
each  urban  district,  three  were  ap])ointed  together  with 
a clerk  typist.  An  assistant  was  employed  for  some 
time  to  hel))  in  the  work  of  house  insjrection  for  over- 
crowding. He  was  at  length  returned  to  his  former 
duties  and  a trainee  was  taken  on  to  the  staff  and  has 
proved  invaluable  in  assisting  the  three  inspectors  in 
their  heavy  duties  of  the  year.  Heavy  because  of  the 
various  methods  employed  in  the  former  areas,  because 
of  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  ref|uired  by  other 
departments  and  other  local  government  bodies  and  by 
the  fact  that  a totally  new  method  of  \N-orking  for  the 
benefit  of  the  area  had  to  be  devised.

The  various  duties  were  allocated  so  as  to  share,  as 
evenly  as  possible,  the  work  in  the  following  manner. 
Mr.  Morgan  was  given  all  housing  insi)cctions  and  the 
overcrowding  survey.  Mr.  Sutcliffe  was  resi)onsible  for 
meat  insi)ection,  su])ei  vision  of  dairies  and  cow  sheds 
supervision  of  shops  and  for  all  the  ])ublic  cleansing.' 
Mr.  Varley  was  responsible  for  all  nuisances,  infectious 
diseases,  water  su])ply,  smoke  abatement,  sanitarv  con- 
versions and  in  conjunction  with  the  engineer  dr'ainao-c 
and  sewerage.  The  engineer  was  responsible  for  the 
property  and  houses  of  the  Council  and  in  this  resi)cct 
Mr.  Morgan  had  to  work  with  him  in  many  instances. 
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There  was  no  watertight  division  of  duties  and 
mutual  help  wherever  possible  was  given  and  the  de- 
partment has  worked  very  happily  during  its  first  year 
under  this  arrangement. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

'I'he  laboratory  chietly  used  for  the  testing  of  throat 
swabs,  sputum  and  blood  is  the  County  laboratory, 
Wakefield,  while  for  the  analysis  of  water  the  Health 
department  send  all  samples  to  the  above  authority.  In 
an  emergency  the  laboratory  at  Huddersfield  Infirmary 
is  always  available. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

r'or  general  sick  and  accident  cases  the  Council  have 
their  own  ambulance  and  if  this  is  in  use  then  a call 
can  be  made  on  a firm  in  Huddersfield  for  a private 
ambulance.  For  general  infectious  disease  cases  and 
for  smallpox  cases  an  ambulance  comes  from  the 
hospital  and  a nurse  accompanies  the  patient. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

d'his  is  a matter  which  certainly  needs  attention  as 
in  the  centre  of  the  area  there  is  no  sick  nurse  but  in 
the  West  ward  the  Marsden  Nursing  Association  provide 
a district  nurse  and  there  is  also  one  in  the  Golcar  area. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

There  are  no  treatment  centres  in  the  district,  all 
cases  going  to  the  Huddersfield  Infirmary  and  the  in- 
fectious diseases  to  the  Colne  and  Holme  Joint  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Meltham. 

There  are  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  Golcar,  Linth- 
waite,  Marsden  and  Slaithwaite,  all  under  the  control 
of  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  while  under  the 
same  authority  there  are  ante-natal  clinics  at  Golcar, 
Linthwaite  and  Marsden. 
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During  the  year  the  maternity  and  midwifery  ser- 
vices were  started  and  there  arc  four  fully  trained 
midwives  in  the  district  under  this  scheme. 

Hospitals. 

In  addition  to  the  above  named  hos])itals  which  arc 
made  use  of  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  there  are 
the  private  nursing  homes  in  Huddersfield  and  also 
Green  Lea,  the  paying  hospital  of  the  Infirmary. 
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STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


The  district  takes  its  name  from  the  river  Colne, 
whicli  rising  near  the  summit  of  Standedge,  runs 
throughout  the  whole  length  of  the  valley  and  termin- 
ates in  the  river  Aire  at  Mirlield.  The  area,  16,025 
acres  in  extent,  comprises  the  valley  and  the  high  ground 
on  either  side,  lies  in  the  heart  of  the  Pennines  and 
varies  in  altitude  from  400  feet  to  1,650  feet  above  sea 
level. 


The  chief  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  textiles, 
which  provides  work  for  the  majority  of  the  population. 
Tbere  is  little  or  no  real  poverty  as  recognised  in  the 
cities  and  large  towns  and  the  people  are  a hard  w'orking 
type  whose  wish  is  to  work  and  be  beholden  to  no  one. 

I do  not  think  that  there  is  any  disease  prevalent  in 
the  district  which  can  be  attributed  to  any  special  in- 
dustry but  I am  convinced  that  the  climate  and  the 
nature  of  the  district  do  in  some  w^ay  contribute  to  the 
large  amount  of  illness  of  the  rheumatic  and  catarrhal 
type.

I'nlike  the  death  returns,  no  record  of  births  takinf>- 
place  outside  the  district  is  nitide  available  and  es])ecially 
this  year,  this  fact  has  made  it  very  awkward  to  jjel  an 
accurate  statement  (jf  the  number  of  births  for  the  whole 
area  for  the  twelve  months.  The  lii^ures  for  Colne  Valley 
for  the  last  nine  months  of  the  year  are  97  males,  two 
of  which  are  illej^ntimate  and  104  females,  seven  beinj^ 
illeg'itimate  and  the  total  is  201.  This  g’ives  a birth  rate 
of  11.63  and  when  amended  by  the  com])arability  figure 
"ives  12.32  for  com])arison  with  the  fijjure  of  14.9  for 
England  and  Wales. 

In  Golcar,  for  the  lirst  fiuarter,  the  figures  are  12 
males  and  16  females,  one  of  the  latter  being  illegitimate. 
These  are  the  figures  from  the  Kegistrar-Generars 
returns.  'I'he  ligures  from  the  birth  returns  which  1 
receixc  each  month  are  only  ()  males  and  4 females  ami 
of  these  two  from  each  sex  were  born  in  that  ]iart  of  the 
district  which  is  now  included  in  the  Horough  of  T4ud- 
derslield.  Mow  many  of  the  former  figures  relate  to 
births  in  the  remaining  ])art  of  Golcar  which  is  included 
in  Colne  \'allev  and  how  many  to  that  in  the  borough  T 
have  no  means  of  ascertaining  and  so  the  number  to  be 
added  to  the  figures  for  the  last  tiine  months  for  all 
Colne  \’alley  is  not  «)l)tain.ible. 

.\  similar  difficulty  arises  with  the  Linthwaite  figures. 
Those  from  the  Registrar-General  are  11  males  and  15 
females  while  from  the  returns  1 received  there  were 
only  6 males  and  10  females  and  of  these  2 males  and  3 
females  relate  to  that  part  which  is  now  in  the  Borough. 

The  figures  for  Marsden  are  3 males  and  8 females; 
for  Scammonden  2 females  and  for  Slaithwaite  10  males 
and  7 females.

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  in  Golcar  during  the 
first  (juarter  was  16  males  and  21  females  and  of  these 
3 males  and  6 females  were  in  that  part  which  went  into 
the  Florough.  ^fhe  rate  per  1,000  population  after  cor- 
rection by  the  comjKirability  ligure  is  16.13. 

'I'he  number  of  deaths  rejiorted  in  Linlhwaite  wtis  22 
males  and  31  females  and  of  these  11  males  and  15 
females  were  in  the  part  of  the  district  which  is  now 
included  in  the  llorough.  The  rate  jier  1,000  population 
after  correction  is  24.84  which  is  a very  unhappy  figure. 

Marsden  with  18  deaths  eciually  divided  between  the 
sexes  has  a corrected  death  rate  ])er  1,000  population 
of  14.89. 

Scammonden  had  one  feimile  death  and  the  corres- 
ponding rate  after  correction  is  11.44. 

Slaithwaite  had  21  deaths,  8 being  males  and  13 
females  and  the  cfirrected  rate  per  1,000  population  is 
13.99. 

During  the  last  nine  months  of  the  vear  there  was  a 
total  of  233  deaths  in  Colne  \killey  comprising  108  males 
and  125  females.  After  correction  by  the  comparability 
figure  the  rate  is  14.29.

Tn  considering  these  figures  it  is  noteworthy  that 
there  were  only  17  deaths  from  chest  diseases,  5 from 
influenza  and  3 from  the  zymotic  diseases.  Cancer 
again  forms  a large  group  with  the  mortality  practically 
evenly  divided  between  the  se.xes.  Cerebral  haemorrhage 
is  again  prominent  with  31  cases  but  the  striking  figure 
is  the  93  deaths  from  heart  diseases  of  one  type  or 
another  and  when  added  to  the  20  cases  of  deaths  from 
circulatory  diseases  giyes  a percentage  of  34.4  of  all  the 
deaths  while  the  heart  diseases  themselves  form  28.3 
per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

During  the  first  (jiuirter  the  number  of  deaths  in 
infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  six,  a male  and  a 
female  in  Golcar,  Linthvvaite  and  Slaithwaite,  but  one 
of  these,  a female  in  the  Linthwaite  area,  was  in  that 
}iart  transferred  to  the  Borough  and  so  I am  including 
five  cases  as  being  notified  in  the  new  area  and  adding 
them  to  the  12  notified  during  the  last  nine  months  of 
the  year  as  having  taken  place  in  the  Colne  Valley.  Of 
these  12  six  were  males  and  six  females,  two  of  the 
latter  being  illegitimate. 

As  the  live  births  cannot  be  accurately  obtained  the 
figure  for  Colne  Valley  for  the  year  is  not  ascertainable 
but  as  in  the  births  it  is  calculated  on  the  figures  for 
the  last  nine  months  and  the  old  areas  are  calculated 
on  those  for  the  first  three  months. 

The  rates  per  1,000  live  births  are: — Colne  Valley  59, 
Golcar  71,  Linthwaite  77,  Slaithwaite  117,  while  that  for 
England  and  Wales  is  58.

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Scarlet  fever  cases  numbered  40  a.c^ainst  a total  of  76 
tlie  ])revious  year.  Of  these  7 were  under  school  age, 
27  of  school  age,  and  15  over.  22  were  males  and  27 
females.  7 patients  were  treated  at  home  and  42  were 
mov'ed  to  hospital.  It  is  unsatisfactory  to  note  that 
7 cases  were  treated  at  home,  as  isolation  is  rarely 
properly  carried  out  and  the  cases  become  potential 
sources  of  infection.  .\11  the  ])atients  recovered.  The 
average  number  of  days  in  hos|)ital  was  33.14,  but  three 
abnormal  cases  had  stays  of  52,  74  and  118  days.  The 
27  cases  of  school  age  were  distributed  as  follows: — 
Golcar  National  School  3,  Wellhouse  Council  1,  Scape- 
goat Hill  Council  1,  Linthwaite  Central  Council  1,  Linth- 
waite  Church  2,  Marsden  Council  (Infants’  Dept.)  7, 
Alarsden  National  4,  Slaithwaite  National  5,  Slaithwaite 
W^est  I,  Nields  Council  1,  Royds  Hall  1. 

Diphtheria  cases  numbered  7 against  a total  of  64 
the  previous  year,  a most  welcome  feature.  Of  these 
1 was  under  school  age,  3 of  school  age  and  3 over.  All 
were  moved  to  hospital.  One  patient  died  a few  hours 
after  arrival  in  hosjtital.  .Average  days  per  case  in 
hospital  43.43.  .Abnormal  cases,  one  64  days  and  one  73 
days.  In  regard  to  the  3 cases  of  school  age,  one 
attended  Nields  Council  School,  and  2 New  Street 
Council  School.  Aliln.sbridge. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  rate  of  notifications 
per  1,000  population  for  this  disease  is  only  0.30  com- 
pared to  1.49  for  England  and  Wales  and  in  some 
measure  I would  attribute,  this  to  the  immunisation  of 
school  children. 

Pneumonia  cases  at  27  compare  with  37  the  previous 
year,  whilst  deaths  at  8 compare  with  22.  There  were 
also  two  deaths  in  the  first  quarter  in  the  Linthwaite 
area  transferred  to  the  Borough. 

There  were  no  cases  of  enteric  fever,  and  a verv

satisfactory  feature  is  the  fact  that  there  were  no  cases 
of  puerperal  pyrexia  or  puerperal  fever  in  the  whole 
district. 

Tuberculosis. 

h'rcnn  the  accompanying  tables  the  number  of  new 
cases  of  tuberculosis  of  all  types  can  be  seen  and  also 
the  deaths.  'These  figures  have  been  arranged  in  age 
groups  and  also  into  divisions  corresponding  to  the  new 
wards  but  for  convenience  the  old  names  have  this  year 
been  retained. 

'The  new  cases  number  the  same  as  last  year  but  the 
deaths  are  more  numerous  by  eight. 

Suspected  cases  are  referred  to  the  West  Riding 
tuberculosis  officer  who  arranges  for  X-ray  examinations 
and  for  admittance  to  sanatoria.  After  removal  disin- 
fection is  carried  out  whenever  an  inspector  is  notified 
that  such  action  is  required.

Water  Supply. 

Consecjueiitial  to  the  division  ol  the  late  urban  dis- 
tricts of  Golcar  and  Lintlnvaite  and  the  amalgamation 
of  the  remaining  areas  in  the  Colne  Valley,  much  work 
has  been  entailed  in  the  revision  of  statistics  under  this 
heading.  The  following  table  has  been  ])repared  to 
show  the  main  heads  of  su])])!}-,  and  care  has  been  taken 
to  ensure  its  correctness  to  the  nearest  detail  in 
accordance  with  the  information  available.  It  is  hoped 
at  some  future  date  to  be  able  to  supply  a more  detailed 
analysis  of  the  small  supplies  from  wells  and  cisterns  to 
houses  shown  in  the  last  column  and  which  supply  has 
to  be  carried  in.

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Earl  Dartmouth’s  chief  supplies  are  from  the  Wood- 
hall  ing  Reservoir,  278,000  gallons;  Mary’s  Rest 
Reserxoir,  1,346,000  gallons;  and  Lowervvood,  4,275 
gallons;  supplying  respectixely  312,  139  and  80  houses. 
An  upland  spring  on  Slaithxxaile  Moor,  carried  down 
through  small  impounding  cisterns,  supplies  223  houses, 
and  xarioLis  other  cisterns  on  the  estate  supply  215 
houses.  'I'he  chief  private  supplies  are  in  the  IMarsden 
area  where  the  Onmeirs  Woods  Avenue  reserve  of 

40.000  gallons  supplies  approximately  150  houses, 
Messrs.  Crowther,  Bruce  and  Co.’s  I’lains  cisterns  of 

54.000  gallons  144  houses,  Messrs.  J.  E.  Crowther  Ltd.’s 
reservoir  of  approximately  200,000  gallons  140  houses, 
and  Messrs.  S.  tind  C.  Firth’s  cistern  4,500  gallons  40 
houses.  A new  I)rick  and  cement  cistern  of  200  gallons 
capacity  has  been  constructed  during  the  year  for  houses 
at  Lower  Hey  Green,  Waters  Road. 

Thirteen  stimples  have  been  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year,  resulting  in  3 being  satis- 
factory and  10  unsatisfactory  according  to  standards 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  3 satisfac- 
tory results  included  two  waters  which  had  previously 
shown  unsatisfactory  results.  Five  of  the  remaining 
tests  were  of  the  Hollins  Glen  and  Stockerhead  Lane 
supply  which  is  now  the  subject  of  statutory  action  by 
the  Council.  The  Jacobs  Well  supply,  after  the  pollution 
by  slop  water  was  remedied,  still  gave  a bad  result  in  a 
test  soon  after  the  completion  of  the  work.  A further 
examination  is  necessary.  The  Polegate  supply  is  still 
the  subject  of  complaint,  and  the  last  test  of  a sample 
taken  at  a point  nearer  the  source  than  the  points  where 
surface  water  from  grazing  lands  had  previously  been 
thought  to  be  the  source  of  pollution,  and  still  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory,  suggests  that  this  supply  will  have  to 
be  condemned  for  domestic  use. 

Three  samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  test. 

A dry  spell  in  the  autumn  caused  a number  of  small 
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supplies  to  dry  up,  and  solutions  of  the  difficulties  caused 
will  not  be  found  until  il  is  possible  to  extend  the 
I ludderslicld  Corporation's  service,  and  financial  con- 
siderations precliKle  this  in  many  cases. 

Draingagc  and  Sewerage. 

The  only  new  se\Ner  extension  during  the  year  was 
275  yards  in  Lingards  Road  to  Hill  Top,  Lingards,  while 
improvements  in  detective  sewers  were  made  at  Lane 
Top,  Linthwaite,  w here  40  yards  of  6in.  and  at  Ramsden 
Mill  Lane  where  50  yards  of  9in.  were  laid. 

None  of  the  four  jdants  at  the  sewage  disposal  works 
are  considered  satisfactory  and  the  areas  of  the  district 
still  requiring  sewers  are  Westwood  and  Clough  Head, 
Golcar,  Spa  Lane,  Linthwaite,  Olive  Terrace,  Pleasant 
View,  New  Delight,  and  Meltham  Road  in  Marsden, 
Blakestones,  Two  Gates,  and  Lower  and  Upper  Holme 
in  Slaithwaite. 

The  number  of  houses  not  connected  to  a sewer  are 
Golcar  200,  Linthwaite  66,  Marsden  195,  Scammonden 
116,  and  Slaithwaite  395. 

This  question  is  however  being  attended  to  and  a 
firm  are  making  a survey  of  the  whole  district  with  a 
view  of  formulating  a comprehensive  scheme. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

'Phese  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  West  Riding 
Rivers  Board  and  their  ins])ector  freiiuently  has  con- 
sultations with  the  officials  of  this  area  regarding  the 
subject  of  river  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation.

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'The  total  number  of  })i  ivies  converted  was  24,  tub 
closets  converted  43,  whilst  an  additional  26  water 
closets  were  pro\ided  for  old  property.  Water  closets 
provided  for  new  bouses  built  during  the  year  numbered 
105.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  largest  total  of  conver- 
siejns  was  el'fectcd  in  the  Marsden  area  where  a grant 
in  aid  of  £3  j)er  water  closet  provided  in  ])lace  of  a privy 
or  tub  closet  had  been  i)aid  by  the  late  Marsden  U.D. 
Council,  and  a number  of  engagements  in  this  respect 
were  carried  out  during  the  year.  With  the  oxce])tion 
of  the  contracts  abo\c  referred  to,  subsidy  was  not  paid 
for  conv'ersions  in  the  district.  The  prospect  that  the 
grant  in  aid  would  be  made  general  throughout  the  dis- 
trict in  the  coming  year  dehnitely  held  up  conversions 
in  the  remainder  of  the  district,  and  I hope  the  Council 
will  in  1938  make  the  grant  in  aid  general  as  I feel  sure 
the  district  will  benefit  both  financially  and  from  a health 
standpoint.

COLLECTION  OF  REFUSE. 

Transport  Vehicles  and  Personnel. 

'I'he  irans])on  used  in  this  serxiee  is  partly  mechan- 
ical and  partly  horse  trans])ort,  tind  consists  of  4 petrol 
vehicles  and  2 horses  and  carts. 

On  Xovember  9th  the  horse  used  by  the  Cleansing^ 
Department  in  the  Golcar  area  was  sold  and  was  re- 
placed by  a horse  from  the  Mii^hways  Department, 
which  had  no  further  use  for  a horse  in  this  area. 

'Phe  personnel  consists  of  a foreman,  4 motor  drivers, 
2 tetimers  and  12  scavengers. 

Stabilisation  of  Wages. 

.\s  various  rates  of  pay  were  in  operation  in  the 
varicnis  districts  the  new  Council  decided  to  deal  with 
the  (jiiestion  of  the  stabilisation  of  wages  of  motor 
drixers,  teamers,  destructor  attendants  and  workmen, 
and  ;it  a meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  8th  July,  1937, 
these  wages  were  stabilised.  It  was  also  decided  that 
no  wages  be  paid  during  sickness  to  any  of  the  above 
and  no  overtime  to  be  paid  to  motor  drix’ers  engaged  in 
general  repairs — all  employees  however  to  have  holidays 
with  pay. 

Sanitary  Conveniences. 

The  number  of  privies  and  pail  closets  in  the  new 
Colne  \'alley  area  on  December  31st,  1937,  is  as  follows:

Re-organisation. 

Previous  to  the  formation  of  the  new  Colne  Valley 
Area  a fortnightly  collection  of  dustbins  was  made  in 
Slaithwaite,  Linthwaite  and  part  of  "Nfarsden,  and  a 
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wceklv  collection  in  (iolcar  and  part  of  Marsden,  while 
ihc  cleansiiiij'  of  pri\ies  and  ash])its  varied  from  about 
every  ^ weeks  in  one  district  to  a month  and  olten  6 to  7 
weeks  in  other  districts. 

At  a meetiii"  of  the  Health  Committee  on  the  25th 
May,  1937,  I was  instructed  to  put  the  whole  of  the  new 
Colne  \’alley  Area  on  to  a weekly  collection  of  dust  bins. 

'Phis  could  not  be  done  by  merely  instruclin^  the 
scavengers  to  commence  the  weekly  collection  imme- 
diately in  their  own  districts  otherwise  it  would  have 
seriously  interfered  with  the  ])rivy  and  ])ail  system  of 
scaven^in".  Tt  was  therefore  necessary  to  completely 
re-organise  the  whole  of  the  collection  and  in  some  i)arts 
of  the  area  to  adopt  the  relay  system  for  the  collection 
of  bins,  which  has  not  only  been  a saving  of  time  but 
has  also  enabled  a collection  of  the  refuse  from  privies 
and  ashpits  to  now  be  made  at  least  once  every  three 
weeks. 

After  all  details  had  been  worked  out  this  was  put 
into  oj^eration  on  June  16th  and  has  worked  most  satis- 
factorily. 

Pail  Closets. 

The  emptying  of  the  320  pail  closets  in  Marsden  is 
carried  out  by  the  Marsden  wagon.  This  wagon  is  also 
used  in  connection  with  the  cm])tying  of  190  ])ail  closets 
in  the  Ciolcar  area  in  lieu  of  a Morris  wagon  ])reviously 
borrowed  from  the  Highways  Department.  The  con- 
tents of  pail  closets  in  Marsden  and  Golcar  are  collected 
and  passed  through  the  respective  sewage  works  in  each 
district  and  the  emptying  of  all  pails  is  carried  out 
weekly. 

Provision  of  Dust  Bins. 

During  1937,  206  new  dust  bins  were  provided  in  lieu 
of  existing  ashpits  and  30  new  bins  provided  in  lieu  of 
defective  bins.  T have  made  a survey  of  the  dustbins 
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in  the  whole  of  the  new  Colne  Valley  Area  and  the  total 
numher  at  the  end  of  December,  1037,  was  4,843. 

'Phis  number  is  increasing'  weekly  (nvin^  to  the  policy 
of  the  Cleansin,"  Department  in  g'ettin^  dust  bins  pro- 
\ideil  in  lieu  of  cxistini^  ashjdts. 

Shop  Refuse. 

'I'he  Council  now  allow  one  bin  i)cr  week  of  shop 
refuse  from  each  premises  to  be  collected  free  of  charge 
and  all  additional  bins  are  to  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
2(1.  per  bin. 

Receptacles  emptied  during  the  year.

The  Council  do  not  undertake  the  cleansing  of  cess- 
pools and  the  few  that  are  in  the  area  are  emptied  by 
the  occupiers  and  the  contents  put  on  farm  lands. 

DISPOSAL. 

The  method  of  disposal  of  dry  refuse  and  also  refuse 
from  privies  and  earth  closets  is  partially  by  incineration 
at  the  Council’s  two  disposal  works  and  partially  by  the 
controlled  system  of  tipping  at  the  three  controlled  tips 
of  the  Council. 

'I'he  personnel  emj)loyed  on  the  disposal  side  consists 
of  2 destructor  attendants  and  2 assistants,  one  of  which 
also  carries  out  duties  at  the  sewage  works,  and  3 full 
time  and  one  part  time  tip  attendants.

Tips. 

All  refuse  taken  to  the  tips  is  dealt  with  on  the  con- 
trolled svstem  and  is  deposited  in  layers  and  properly 
covered  up. 
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Much  work  has  had  to  l)e  done  on  the  tips  especially 
to  the  roads.  Rotcher  lij)  has  had  to  have  the  road 
widened,  pitched  and  mended  with  small  stone  and 
clinker,  .^t  Scarwood  tip  about  a cpiarter  of  a mile  of 
road  has  l)een  coated  with  dross  and  old  tar  macadam. 
'I'wo  men  used  to  be  employed  on  Scarwood  tip  but  one 
has  had  to  be  transferred  to  Rotcher  tip  as  the  old 
attendant,  who  is  em])loyed  at  this  tip,  could  not  cope 
with  the  work. 

Tip  Fire. 

On  Saturday,  vSeptember  11th,  1937,  it  was  reported 
that  the  ti|)  at  IRackmoorfoot  was  on  fire.  On  ^•isitinJ^^ 
the  tip  it  was  found  that  the  hre  had  j.;ot  well  hold  and 
was  likely  to  be  very  serious.  Four  men  were  imme- 
diately put  on  the  work  of  making'  a trench  and  cutting^ 
off  and  isolating-  the  burninir  ])ortion.  This  ]')ortion  was 
kc])t  under  observation  and  it  was  some  weeks  before 
it  had  entirely  burnt  itself  out.  The  tip  has  since  been 
closed  and  all  refuse  from  this  area  is  now  brought  to 
the  controlled  tip  at  Roydhotise.

Salvage. 

Though  the  two  disposal  plants  are  incineration  and 
not  salvage  plants  certain  materials  are  salved  such  as 
scrap  tins,  aluminium,  brass,  scrap  iron,  glass  containers, 
jars,  bottles,  &c,  and  scrap  glass. 

W aste  newspapers  are  also  kept  se[)arate  and  handed 
to  the  dust  men  by  householders.  These  are  stacked  in 
the  cab  of  the  vehicle  and  deposited  at  the  disposal 
works.  Thus  a large  amount  of  paper  is  kept  out  of  the 
dust  bins  and  this  allows  more  bins  to  be  collected  per 
load  in  addition  to  bringing  in  an  income  from  the  sale 
of  the  paper  collected.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 


Nuisances. 

'i'he  number  of  nuisances  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1936  in  the  various  districts  before  the  amalgama- 
tion was  115.  A small  number  of  these  were  in  the  area 
transferred  to  the  Huddersfield  County  Borough  on  the 
1st  April,  1937,  and  had  either  been  remedied  at  that  date 
or  were  handed  over  for  completion.  For  statistical 
purposes  these  have  all  been  accounted  abated.  In  the 
area  as  now  constituted  174  new  nuisances  were  recorded 
giving  a total  to  abate  of  289.  Of  this  number  231  have 
been  abated  leaving  58  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
In  dealing  with  the  nuisances  470  visits  of  insjiection 
have  been  made.  It  was  natural  that  in  the  total  of 
nuisances  brought  in  from  the  different  areas  there 
would  be  a number  which  had  proved  difficult  to  rented}’ 
and  a number  of  this  category  are  still  amongst  those 
carried  forward.  No  statutory  notices  have  been  issued. 
Two  hundred  and  twenty  informal  notices  were  issued 
and  of  these  190  were  complied  with.  A large  number 
of  interviews  in  connection  with  the  nuisances  were  held 
and  in  the  majority  of  cases  a friendly  solution  was 
found. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Colne  Valley  Urban 
District  revision  has  been  made  of  the  ])remiscs  regis- 
tered under  the  Factory  Acts.  There  are  now  61 
factories,  68  workshops  and  32  work])laces.  Particulars 
have  been  obtained  of  the  numbers  of  males  and  females 
em])loyed  and  the  number  and  types  of  sanitary  con- 
veniences ])rovided.  Insanitary  privies  have  been 
demolished  at  one  mill  and  12  watcrclosets  provided. 
The  new  I'actory  Act,  1937,  Avhich  comes  into  force  on 
1st  July,  1938,  will  provide  increased  work  for  this 
department  in  several  directions. 
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One  hundred  and  sixty  one  visits  have  been  paid  to 
the  various  premises  and  no  written  notices  issued.  The 
defects  found  consisted  of  6 cases  of  defective  sanitary 
accommodation  which  were  remedied  as  a result  of 
interviews. 

Bakehouses. 

The  total  bakehouses  in  the  district  now  number  21, 
of  which  17  are  classed  as  factories  and  4 workshops, 
h'orty-two  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made.  Unsatis- 
factory conditions  in  regard  to  sanitary  conveniences 
were  found  to  exist  at  two  bakehouses,  and  these  were 
being  remedied  at  the  close  of  the  year.  A few  cases 
of  want  of  cleanliness  were  noted  on  the  last  round  of 
visits  and  these  were  at  once  dealt  with’.  The  one  under- 
ground bakehouse  was  closed  during  the  year,  the 
business  being  transferred  to  rooms  on  the  ground  floor 
of  the  same  premises.  With  the  above  exceptions  the 
businesses  were  carried  on  in  a satisfactory  manner  and 
the  premises  kept  very  clean. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

I''orty-nine  observations  of  30  minutes  duration  were 
made  during  the  year,  five  of  which  exceeded  the  three 
minute  limit.  Five  cautions  were  issued  but  no  prose- 
cutions were  undertaken.  The  legal  process  of  making 
a byelaw  uniform  to  the  new  district  has  not  yet  been 
completed.  At  the  instance  of  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire  Regional  Smoke  Abatement  Committee  a 
census  of  certificated  and  uncertificated  stokers  was 
carried  out,  and  this  showed  8 in  the  former  and  45  in 
the  latter  category.  A request  for  remarks  on  the  com- 
parative performances  was  answered  as  follow’s: — “It  is 
difficult  to  assess  the  comparative  performances  of  the 
certificated  with  the  uncertificated,  as  a scrutiny  of  the 
particulars  in  regard  to  the  8 men  show  that  they  are 
all  employed  at  mills  where  the  boiler  plant  is  well  on 
top  of  its  load  and  also  with  a pretty  constant  load.  All 
the  dyeworks  and  plants  with  heavy  and  variable  loads 
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are  fired  by  uncertificated  stokers.”  The  Council  are 
members  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  Regional 
Committee,  and  Mr.  H.  Morgan  is  a member  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Council  own  a swimming  bath  and  at  the  present 
it  is  under  consideration  both  on  account  of  the  structure 
of  the  building  and  of  the  fact  that  it  is  by  no  means  a 
modern  plant.  Samples  of  the  water  have  been  examined 
and  been  found  to  be  polluted  and  unfit  for  bathing.  A 
new  deep  bore  has  been  made  and  a further  sujiply  of 
water  obtained  so  that,  until  a filtration  jilant  can  be 
installed,  the  water  may  be  changed  frecjuently  and  so 
to  some  extent  the  bathing  may  be  carried  on. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

(1)  (a)  No  Council  houses  have  been  found  infested 

with  bed  bugs. 

(b)  One  other  house  privately  owned  was  found  to 
have  bed  bugs  in  it. 

(c)  One  privately  owned  house  was  disinfested. 

(2)  Cyanide  gas  was  used  for  disinfestation. 

(3)  No  special  attention  given  to  the  belongings  of 
persons  before  removal  to  Council  houses.  It 
was  not  considered  necessary,  the  tenants  in 
every  case  being  suitable  to  the  Council. 

(4)  The  cost  of  disinfestation  of  the  single  house 
was  defrayed  by  the  owner. 

(5)  Tenants  are  requested  to  keep  observation  in 
the  house  and  report  to  the  Housing  Inspector 
or  Rent  Collector. 


Schools. 

I here  are  16  schools  in  the  new  district  and  in  the 
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majority  of  cases  the  sanitary  conveniences  are  adequate 
and  the  water  supply  satisfactory.  I have  not  had  to 
take  action  in  regard  to  closing  any  school.  The  children 
come  under  the  supervision  of  the  West  Riding  School 
medical  staff  atid  the  teaching  staffs  of  all  the  schools 
arc  ever  ready  and  helpful  in  their  care  of  the  children 
and  observation  for  any  apparent  illness.

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

Registered  Cowkeepers. 

'I'he  number  of  rej^istered  cowkecj)ers  in  the  ne^^■ 
Colne  Valley  Area  is  84  and  2 retail  purveyors  who  are 
not  cowkeepers. 

Accredited  Producers. 

2 accredited  licences  have  been  issued  during  the 
year,  viz.,  one  for  Airs.  W.  Bamforth,  Slacks  Farm, 
Lingards,  and  one  for  H.  Garside,  Highl'ield  Farm, 
Slaithwaite.  There  are  now  four  accredited  producers 
in  the  area,  the  other  two  being  Crowther  Garside, 
Westwood,  and  W.  and  H.  Garside,  Inghead  Farm, 
Slaithwaite. 

4 additional  applications  for  accredited  licences  have 
been  applied  for  viz.,  Lowerwood  Farm,  Slaithwaite : 
Longlands  I'arm,  Slaithwaite;  Lees  Farm,  Golcar ; and 
Alount  Hebron  Farm,  Scapegoat  Hill,  Golcar.  Licences 
will  be  issued  when  the  work  required  to  be  done  has 
been  completed. 

New  Cowsheds. 

Three  new  cowsheds  have  been  built  during  the  year 
viz.,  one  at  Highhouse  Farm,  Linthwaite,  occupier  H.  S. 
Wetherby ; one  at  Bolster  Aloor  Farm,  Golcar,  occupier 
Taylor;  and  one  at  Lane  Farm,  Linthwaite,  occupier 
Thomas  Wrigley. 

Internal  Re-construction. 

Complete  internal  re-construction  has  been  carried 
out  at  the  following  farm  premises  during  the  year; — 
Fog  Hall  Farm,  Linthwaite,  Lowerwood  F4irm,  Slaith- 
waite, and  Lees  Farm,  Golcar. 
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Additional  Cowshed  has  been  made  at  Crimble 
Clough  Farm  from  one  of  the  existing  buildings. 

General  Repairs  and  Alterations  have  been  carried 
(•ul  to  various  other  cowsheds  in  the  area  while  a num- 
ber are  under  notice  for  work  to  be  commenced  during 
the  coming  spring. 

New  Dairies  have  been  made  at  Slacks  b'arm,  Slaith- 
waite,  tind  llighheld  Farm,  Shiithwaite. 


Veterinary  Inspection. 

During  the  yetir  two  veterinary  inspections  have 
been  made.  'I'hese  inspections  were  carried  out  by  one 
of  the  \’eterin;iry  Inspectors  appointed  for  this  part 
of  the  W est  Riding  by  the  County  Council. 


On  rtlay  25th  97  farms  were  visited  and  812  cows 
examined.  'I'hree  samples  of  milk  and  live  of  expec- 
torate were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination.  In 
(uie  of  etich  of  these  tubercle  bacilli  were  demonstrated 
and  the  cows  concerned,  along  with  two  animals 
reijorted  l)y  their  owners  and  found  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  were  duly  slaughtered  under 
the  provisions  of  the  'ruberculosis  Order. 

On  October  7th  a further  inspection  was  made  and 
97  farms  were  visited  and  961  cows  were  examined. 
I'wo  samples  of  milk  and  one  of  ex])ectorate  were  taken 
for  l)acteriological  examination.  In  one  of  the  former 
and  the  latter  tubercle  bacilli  were  demoiistrtited  and  the 
cows  responsible,  along  with  another  animal  reported  by 
its  owner  and  found  to  be  suitering  from  active  pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis  were  duly  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Order. 


'I'he  \'etcrintiry  lns]jector  noted  two  cows  on  the 
former  visit  tind  three  on  the  later  visit  to  be  suliering 
from  forms  of  mastitis  or  “garget,  but  with  the  above 
e.xceptions  the  remainder  of  the  cattle  were  health)-. 
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The  j^eneral  cleanliness  of  both  cattle  and  premises 
was  found  to  be  good. 

Case  of  Anthrax. 

On  .\ugust  lOlh  notification  was  made  of  a case  of 
anthrax  at  Glen  Royd  I'arm,  Marsdcn.  An  Irish  cow 
bought  by  the  farmer  in  March  died  on  August  8th  and 
was  sent  to  a knackery  at  Wakefield,  d'he  knacker,  sus- 
pecting anthrax,  communicated  with  the  ])olice  and  the 
W.R.C.C.  Veterinary  Officer.  A blood  test  was  taken 
and  the  suspicion  confirmed.  The  farm  premises  were 
disinfected  and  the  remaining  cows  were  kept  under 
observation  for  ten  days  but  no  further  case  occurred. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE  AND  MEAT  SUPPLY. 

There  are  11  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district 
and  one  public  slaughterhouse. 

Four  of  these  premises  arc  unsuitable  buildings  and 
the  slaughtering  should  be  transferred  to  a public 
slaughterhouse.  Unfortunately  the  public  slaughter- 
house is  incapable  of  accommodating  any  more  slaugh- 
tering. 

The  accommodation  at  the  public  slaughterhouse  is 
now  insufhcient  for  the  number  of  meat  traders  who 
already  slaughter  on  these  premises.  There  is  an  in- 
sufficient number  of  slaughtering  bays,  the  hanging  room 
is  used  to  its  utmost  capacity  and  there  is  a total 
inadequacy  of  lairage  for  sheep  and  pigs. 

'Phese  premises  require  considerable  extensions  to 
deal  with  the  present  requirements  and  also  to  accom- 
modate meat  traders  from  the  unsatisfactory,  if  not  the 
whole,  of  the  private  slaughterhouses. 

Disposal  of  Offal. 

Three  private  slaughterhouses  dispose  of  the  offal  on 
to  land  while  in  the  case  of  the  remaining  eight  private 
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slauji'hlerhouse.s  and  the  ])ubHc  slau.^hterhfjuse  the  offal 
is  disposed  of  in  the  carcase  cliambers  at  the  two  des- 
tructor works.

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HOUSING.

Inspection  of  Dwelling  Houses  during  the  Year. 

Ouring-  the  year  253  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Acts  or  I^ihlic  Health  Act,  and  131  nuisances 
were  remedied  by  the  owners  as  a result  of  action  taken 
by  the  insjiectors.  Of  this  number  59  were  inspected 
under  the  Housing  regulations  and  the  defects  recorded. 

29  of  these  houses  were  considered  to  be  in  such  a state 
as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  have  been 
classed  as  firoposed  Clearance  Area  Schemes. 

Under  Sections  9,  10  tind  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 

30  notices  were  ser\ed  u])on  owners  recjuiring  repairs 
to  be  carried  out,  and  13  houses  have  been  rendered  fit 
after  notices. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  notices  were  served 
respecting  174  houses  and  116  houses  were  rendered  fit 
after  the  serxice  of  notices. 

All  repairs  have  been  carried  out  by  the  owners,  the 
local  authority  not  being  called  on  to  do  any  of  the  work. 

Housing  Act,  1936,  Part  4:  Overcrowding. 

The  position  regarding  overcrowded  houses  in  the 
Council’s  area  at  the  31st  December,  1936,  is  set  out  as 
follows  under  the  headings  of  the  forme’*  authorities: — 
Golcar  75,  Linthwaite  30,  Slaithwaite  11,  Marsden  8, 
Scammonden  Nil,  a total  number  of  124  houses  with 
628i  persons  residing  in  the  houses.  'Phe  average  num- 
ber of  y)ersons  in  each  house  is  slightly  over  5 persons. 

During  the  year  1937  oxving  to  the  re-arrangement 
of  areas  this  number  was  reduced  by  parts  of  Golcar  and 
Linthxvaite  being  transferred  to  the  County  Borough 
of  Pluddersfield. 

The  number  of  ox'ercrowded  hoitses  at  the  31st 
December,  1937,  in  the  xxdiole  of  the  Council  s Area  is 
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show'll  as  f(jIlows.  in  a similar  manner  to  the  statement 
for  the  year  1936:  Golcar  24,  Linthwaite  11,  Slaithwaite 
7,  Marsden  5,  Scammonden  Nil,  a total  number  of  47 
houses,  with  319  persons  residing  in  the  houses.  The 
average  number  of  persons  residing  in  each  house  is 
6.78  persons.  Much  of  the  overcrowding  has  been 
relieved  by  the  exchange  of  houses,  especially  in  the 
smaller  households,  but  there  is  still  a difficulty  in  find- 
ing houses  for  families  with  seven  or  more  jiersons  in 
the  family.  Several  cases  have  been  relieved  by  remov- 
ing into  houses  owned  by  the  Council,  and  as  far  as  is 
]K)Ssible  ])rcference  is  given  to  cases  of  overcrowding 
when  a house  owned  liy  the  Council  becomes  vacant. 

I'he  jirovision  of  new'  houses  erected  by  private 
enterprise  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  redticing 
overcrow’ding. 

The  tenants  generally  are  desirous  to  obtain  houses 
suitable  for  their  requirements.  No  new  cases  of  over- 
crowding have  been  rejiorted  during  the  year. 

'Pile  jnoblem  of  overcrowding  would  be  overcome  if 
it  were  possible  to  carry  out  certain  exchanges  but  the 
suitable  houses  are  occupied  by  persons  wdth  small 
families  who  are  also  the  owmer  of  the  house  in  which 
they  reside. 
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OVERCROWDING. — Statement  of  Position  December  31st,  1937, 
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New  Houses. 


During;  the  year  1937,  105  new  houses  were  erected 
in  the  district.  They  are  distributed  as  follows: — Golcar 
20,  Linthwaite  34,  Slaithwaite  6,  Marsden  45.  Of  this 
number  8 were  erected  l)y  the  former  INIarsden  Council 
on  the  Woods  Avenue  Estate,  8 erected  by  the  Colne 
Valley  Council  at  Fieldshead  TCstate,  Linthwaite,  and  the 
remainder  by  i)rivate  enter])rise  in  the  warious  parts  of 
the  district. 

The  former  Golcar  Council  completed  the  erection  of 
20  houses  in  Rufford  Road,  Golcar,  l)eforc  March  31st, 
1937.  These  houses  were  transferred  to  the  County 
Borough  of  Huddersfield  under  the  scheme  for  the  re- 
arrangement of  .Areas  in  the  Colne  \7alley.  The  houses 
erected  by  private  enter])rise  in  the  district  are  mostly 
of  the  type  suitable  for  the  working  class  population  in 
the  district. 

Under  the  re-arrangement  of  areas  170  houses  built 
by  the  former  Tdnthwaite  Council  were  transferred  to 
the  County  Borough  of  Huddersfield.  These  comprised 
all  the  houses  erected  by  the  Linthwaite  Council. 


Clearance  Areas. 

During  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  made  a 
Clearance  Order  relating  to  three  areas  in  Golcar.  An 
TiKjuir}'  was  held  in  1936  following  an  application  to 
the  Minister  of  Health  by  the  former  Golcar  Council. 
The  Order  made  referred  to  4 houses  in  Park  Lane,  3 
houses  in  Side  Lane  and  8 houses  at  Swan  Buildings 
— -a  total  number  of  15  houses. 

d'he  houses  at  Park  Lane  are  now  unoccupied,  and 
five  houses  at  Swan  Buildings  are  still  occupied.  The 
three  houses  at  Side  Lane  were  transferred  on  March 
31st,  1937,  to  the  County  Borough  of  Huddersfield  under 
the  scheme  for  the  re-arrangement  of  Areas.

On  the  formation  of  the  new  Colne  Valley  Urban 
District  Council,  inspection  was  commenced  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  and  eight  areas  w^ere  considered  by 
the  Council  to  be  such  as  might  be  called  “Clearance 
Areas.”  Each  area  was  inspected  by  the  vSub  Committee 
and  recommended  by  the  Health  Committee  to  the 

Council.  After  careful  consideration  it  was  decided  to 
ask  the  Minister  of  Health  to  hold  an  Inquiry  with 
respect  to  these  areas. 

The  areas  are  situated  as  follows : — 

South  East  Ward  16  houses.  Occupants  38. 

North  East  Ward  8 houses.  Occupants  19. 

West  Ward  5 houses.  Occupants  11. 

The  total  number  of  houses  is  29,  and  the  total 
number  of  occupants  68. 

In  order  to  provide  accommodation  for  the  tenants 
displaced  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  eight  bungalow's 
have  been  erected  on  a site  at  Fieldshead  Estate,  Linth- 
w'aite,  and  the  houses  are  now  occupied. 

The  Council  has  commenced  the  erection  of  tw'elve 
houses  on  a site  at  Fieldshead,  Linthw'aite.  The  scheme 
provides  for  eight  tw'o  bedroom  houses,  and  four  three 
bedroom  houses.  In  addition  the  Council  is  engaged 
upon  the  selection  of  other  sites  in  the  Council’s  area 
to  provide  accommodation  for  persons  displaced  under 
the  proposed  Clearance  Areas,  and  from  individual 
houses  still  to  be  considered  by  the  Council. 

In  the  Marsden  Area  eight  houses  have  been  com- 
pleted, which  were  part  of  a re-housing  scheme  being 
carried  out  by  the  former  Marsden  Council.  The  eight 
houses  comprise : — 4 bungalow's,  2 houses  3-bedroom 
type,  and  2 houses  4-bedroom  type. 

The  Council’s  Housing  estates  are  situated  in  each  of 
the  separate  townships  except  f^cammonden  which  now 
comprise  the  new  Colne  \’alley  Urban  District.  The 
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total  number  of  houses  owned  by  the  Council  is  294. 
The  following  statement  shows  where  they  are  situated 
and  the  number  of  houses  in  each  district: — Golcar  111, 
Linthwaite  10,  Slaithwaite  25,  Marsden  148. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

Twenty  houses  have  been  s})ecially  inspected  but  not 
yet  placed  before  the  Council.  It  is  suggested  they  shall 
be  dealt  with  as  Individual  unlit  houses. 

Closing  Orders  to  Determine. 

Application  was  made  to  determine  Closing  Orders 
made  upon  two  houses  in  Brook  Lane,  Golcar.  These 
orders  were  made  by  the  former  Golcar  Council.  The 
application  was  refused. 

Five  houses  at  Marsden  have  been  demolished  by  the 
owners  without  action  by  the  Council.  The  property 
was  in  poor  condition  and  the  tenants  were  re-housed 
with  the  assistance  of  the  owners. 

Closing  Orders. 

Two  houses  at  Kitchen  Fold  have  been  closed  as  a 
result  of  Closing  Orders  served  upon  the  oAvners  by  the 
former  Linthwaite  Council. 

Demolition. 

Notices  were  served  uj)on  the  owners  of  property 
situate  in  Kitchen  Fold,  Scar  Hall,  and  Commercial 
Street,  Linthwaite,  reejuiring  them  to  comply  with 
notices  ])reviously  served  to  demolish  the  several  houses. 

Compliance  with  Undertaking. 

Notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  property 
situate  in  Scar  Hall,  Linthwaite,  requiring  them  to 
comply  with  an  undertaking  given  to  the  former  Linth- 
waite Council  that  the  several  houses  cease  to  be  used 
as  dwelling  houses. 
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Reconditioning  of  Houses. 

Under  sections  9,  10  and  16  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
the  owners  of  thirty  houses  were  notified  to  carry  out 
repairs.  The  notices  relating  to  fifteen  houses  were 
complied  with  and  the  remainder  are  receiving  the 
attention  of  the  owners.  In  no  case  has  the  Council 
carried  out  any  of  the  work  required.

Overcrowding  is  being 
reduced  by  exchange  of  houses.  There  is  still  a shortage 
of  houses  in  each  part  of  the  district.

Golcar,  Marsden  and  Linthwaite  are  the  districts  in 
which  most  of  the  house  building  is  being  carried  on. 
There  is  a possibility  of  increased  activity  at  Slaithwaite. 

The  Council  are  considering  erecting  houses  in  each 
part  of  the  district,  but  have  not  definitely  decided  upon 
sites,  number  and  types  of  houses.

Since  the  re-arrangement  of  the  Area,  observation 
has  been  kept  upon  changes  in  tenancy.  By  the  ex- 
changes the  number  of  houses  which  were  overcrowded 
has  been  reduced.  The  Council  has  not  decided  to  erect 
houses  solely  to  deal  with  overcrowding. 
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
